Albert House Shoots George 
Bronston to Death. 

About midnight Saturday the peace 
and quietude of the city was broken by 
four pistol shots, the t- of which were in 
rapid succession. Policemen Jesse Dykes 
and Claude Devore were quickly on the 
scene, being only about fifty yards away 
and seeing the Hashes. Arriving, they 
found Albert House, who was placed 
under arrest and put iu jail. Over in 
Hayden Estill's negro pool-room they 
found George Bronston, a well known 
negro, dying with three bullet-holes in 
his breast. He died five minutes later. 
Mr. House was brought before Judge 
Shackelford Monday morning, but Coun 
ty Attorney Jackson was not ready, and 
the examining trial was set for this 
morning at 0 o'clock. Application was 
made for bail for Mr. House by his At- 
torneys, Messrs H. C. Rice and S. A. D. 
J jnes, but this was denied on the ground 
that bail could not be allowed before 
some of the witnesses were heard and 
the prosecution was not prepared for 
such. Application for guard was then 
made and Judge Shackelford granted 
this and Policeman Claude Devore was 
selected and he acted. At the tr'.al this 
morning, both sides announced ready 
and a number of witnesses were 
examined. Mr. House testified, and b* 
was substantiated, that+ie was passing 
not far from Hayden's pool-room when 
George Bronston, who was standing in 
or near the door, made a remark to him, 
using a vile epithet. "Did you intend 
that for me," asked House. Bronston 
replied that he did not call anybody 
such names, but at the same time fired 
at Mr. House missing him. It was then 
that Mr. House used his weapon and 
fired three sho s into Bronston's body. 
Messrs. Dvkes and Devore swore that 
when they entered 'Estill's pool-room 
they saw a negro named Lewis Gilbert 
with a pistol in his hand and they asked 
him where he got the weapon. He 
answered that he had gotten it from 
Bronston The pistol was found to con- 
tain one empty shell and one chambi r 
had no cartridge. There were only 
three witnesses for the defense and they 
all swore virtually the tame. There 
were others present but it was not deem- 
ed necewary to introduce them. Eleven 
wore offered for the prosecution ai d 
they differed only as to the number of 
pistol allots fired. There was do speech 
on either side. Judge Shackelford an 
nounced that be would hold the de- 
fendant over to the grand jury on his 
own recognizance of $500, and the wit- 
ness $100 each. The court house was 
crowded during the trial, which lasted 

less than t wo hours.

Some Good News Tor The 
Horses. 

The Master Horsesliopra' National 
Protective Association, with branches 
I in nearly seven hundred cities and towns 
of the country, have taken tctive steps 
to encourage tie study or i lie anatomy 
of the fool and leg of tbe horse. At lite 
last convention of the iissocial on, held 
in Denver during September, the move 
vent now being instituted by Cornell 
University looking iim> the opening of a 
department on horseshoeintr. received 
unanimous endorsement. 

A head has already been •turaared by 
Cornell to push the opening of ihe new 
department and he will be sent to Eu- 
rope to study horseshoeing school meth- 
ods in vogue there, and on return of the 
principal it is believed that steps will 
be taken to have the new deparment 
opened by September. 1913. 

In all of the principalities of Germany 
as well in Belgium. Austria and some 
other European countries, schoools for 
horseshosrs abound: no less than fifty- 
eight of such institutions are in tier 
many, all being under government 
auspices.

Any 
person may enter. 

These essays must be in the hands of 
Secretary, T. W. Winaon, Frankfort, 
Ky., by noon, April 23, and the winners 
will be announced the first day of the 
meeting. The Board of Director* will 
be tbe judges: Slate Superintendent 
Barksdale Hamletl: President R. L. Mc 
Farland, Owensboro; President H H. 
Cherry, of the Western State normal; 
Supt. E F. Darnaby, Winchester, and 
Supl. Jay O' Daniel, of Lawrence county. 

Are Japs White? 

California came near creating an in- 
ternational imbroglio several years ago 
by its treatment »of the Chinese, and 
now its legislature has passed a law that 
no Japanese shall own land in that State. 
Tltis is likewise like y to create em har- 
assment, and the question will be put 
up to the Supreme Court of the United 
Stales whether the Japanese are of 
Mongolian origin or as they claim of 
mixied Caucasian and Malayan origin. 
As the Japanese seem to make good 
citizens and as they only own about 
fifty thousand acres of land in Califor- 
nia the reason for tbe enactment is not 
apparent. Certainly they can never ob- 
tain such a foothold there as would 
make their presence a menace. The 
emigration laws forbid the landing of 
Chinese into the United Slates, but this 
Government has, by a treaty pledged to 
Japan, equal and just treatment to 
Japanese in Amer.ca even as Japan has 
pledged to the United Slates equal and 
just treatment of Americans residing in 
Japan. California should not iry to 
violate a solemn and binding treaty, but 
ihe; Goverment has no right it appears 
to coerce the California legislature lo 
prevent it from attempting to violate a 
contract. 

The Japanese may not be as while as 
ihe Anglo-Saxon race, but they are not 
black by a great deal, nor as yellow as 
the Chinese. This country has long 
been noted as the one for home seekers, 
who are in earnest desire lo better their 
condition*, and the Japanese being pe- 
ing peculiar experts In many kinds of 
handicraft, ought to be especially wel- 
come, and they are so far as we know
